Raspberry describes his philosophy as "naive optimism". 

He feels that individuals -- in the Washington area, at least -- are not 
racists, but that institutions and methods of doing business have been 
set up by and for whites and work to the disadvantage of blacks. 

He writes primarily on domestic and race issues, but is moving 
more into the field of foreign policy related subjects.

SUBJECT : Use of Journalists in the Next Senior Seminar 


1. Your approval is requested to invite journalists to 
speak to the next Senior Seminar which will begin on 12 March.
